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ARTICLE  I. 


STYLK  OF  THE  TROOP. 

This  association  shall  he  known  an<l  designated  by 
the  name  of  the  ^^Daupliin  Cavalry.’’ 

ARTICLE  II. 

UNIFORM  AND  HORSE  CAPARISONS. 

Each  member  fhall  wear  on  days  of  parade  a  black 
leathern  helmet  cap,  surmounted  with  a  white  Ostrich 
plume,  and  a  band  of  silver  lace  round  the  low¬ 
er  part,  one  and  a  half  inches  wide  ;  a  black  cravat  or 
stock;  a  blue  cloth  roundahouf,  with  four  and  a  half 
dozen  white  bullet  buttons,  of  which  there  shall  l)o 
three  rows  in  front,  and  six.  on  each  sleeve;  stand¬ 
ing  collar,  lined  with  red,  a  small  silver  star  on  each 
side,  encircled  with  black  cord  ;  the  coat  to  come  to 
a  peak  in  front;  blue  pantaloons  with  six  ballet  but¬ 
tons  at  the  extremity  of  each  leg,  in  winter,  and  plain 
white^  pantaloons  in  summer;  short  boots  and  spurs. 

Each  memtier  also  to  provide  himself  with  a  steel 
scabbard  sword,  and  black  leathern  belt ;  a  pair  of  pis¬ 
tols,  and  holsters  with  bear  skin  top  ;  saddle  with  bear 
skin  housings,  leathern  halter,  martingale  and  bridle. 
The  non-commissioned  u‘iicers,  to  wear  sattin  or  sil¬ 
ver  lace*  on  their  coat  sleevss,  in  quantity,  proportion¬ 
ed  to  their  grade. 

ARTICLE  III. 

TREASURER  AND  COURT  OF  APPEAL. 

The  second  lieutenant  of  the  troop  shall  be  the 
Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  all  moneys 
that  may  be  collected  for  tne  use  of  said  troop,  and  to 
pay  out  the  sa  ne  upon  the  order  of  the  Captain,  cesU 
ed  by  the  first  lieuteuaut;  and  to  keep  fair  and  cor-

The  orderly  ser 
geant  shall  make  out  a  correct  list  of  t’oe  ahscntecs 
arnl  deli\er  it  to  the  offici  rs  actir)g  as  a  com  t,  a!  tlieii 
annual  meeting,  which  si  ail  he  Iseld  on  the  iirst  Mon 
d  y  in  ISovemher,  in  each  and  every  year,  or  at  soi  l 
other  time  as  they  mav  think  proper.  Then  the  s 
olFi'  ers  or  a  majority  of  them,  (previous  notice  hav. 
ing  been  given  hy  the  eomniandin  ;  oTicer.  of  the  timu 
and  plaice  ol  hol'ling  siich  cauul;)  shall  proceed  t( 
assess  lines,  as  directed  in  the  act  of  assrnihl/,  p  »«^- 
setl  cm  the  second  day  of  Api’il;  one  thousand  eighi 
h  n  h  d  i  e  d  and  t  w  e  u  ty  - 1  v\'  o .

ARTICLE  Tin* 


ORDERLY  SERGEANT. 

The  orderly  sergeant  shall  receive  notice  from  the 
commanding  officer^  three  weeks  previous  to  the  ap¬ 
pointed  parade,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  published 
in  two  news- papers,  printed  in  Harrisburg  ;  he  shall 
keep  a  book  under  the  inspection  of  the  Captain,  ia 
which  he  shall  enter  the  name  of  every  commissiofi- 
ed,  non-commissioned  oflBcer  and  private. 

And  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  copies  of  all  re¬ 
turns^  discharges  and  every  casualty  that  may  hap¬ 
pen  in  the  troop,  and  at  the  annual  settlement  of  the 
treasury  accounts,  (which  shall  be  made  on  the  first 
Monday  in  November,  before  the  court  of  appeal) 
if  any  delinquency  shall  appear  on  his  part,  or  on  the 
part  of  the  treasurer,. they  or  either  of  them  so  olfendi 
iag,  shall  be  liable  to  a  prosecution  at  law,  upon  the 
application  or  complaint  of  the  ©ificers,  or  any  two, 
members  of  the  troop. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

MEMBERS  leaving  THE  TROOP. 

When  any  member  is  disposed  to  leave  the  troop, 
he  can  apply  to  the  court  of  appeal,  who  shall  there¬ 
upon  grant  him  a  discharge,  signed  by  the  president 
as  commander  of  the  troop,  the  applicant  first  paying 
the  treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  together  with 
all  arrearages.  Provided  however^  That  should  said 
applicant  signify  Ids  intention  of  leaving  the  bounds 
of  the  regiment,  immediately,  or  shew  satisfactorily, 
that  be  has  arrived  at  the  age  of  fort^  -five  years,  or 
that  he  has  served  seven  successive  years  in  the  troop, 
the  said  forfeiture  of  two  dollars,  shall  not  be  de- 
manded. 

ARTICLE  X. 

EXPELLING  members. 

Upon  complaint  of  two  members  of  the  troop,  in 
writing,  to  the  officers,  and  this  complaint  being  read^ 


to  the  troop,  (no  one  else  heiiis;  present)  any  member 
may  be  expelled,  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
troop,  voting  so,  by  ballot:  Provided  said  member 
shall  hare  liberty  previously  to  account  for  his  conduct. 

ARTICLE  XI.  ' 

'  DISSOLUTION  OF  THE  TROOP. 

That  if  a  majority  of  tlu  members  of  the  troop, 
shall  be  desirous  of  dissolving  the  same,  on  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Captain  or  commanding  officer,  to  that  ef- 
f e c  ,  SI n  s a  1  d  majority,  the  commanding 

officer  shall  signify  the  same  to  the  troop,  that  the 
application  may  be  considered  until  the  next  day  of 
meeting,  when,  if  a  majority  still  are  disposed  for  said 
dissolution,  the  troop  shall  accordingly  be  dissolved, 

ARTICLE  XII. 

AL'rERING,  AMENDING  OR  ABOLISHING  THIS  ' 

CONSTITUTION. 


That  at  any  time  hereafter,  when  two  thirds  of  the 
roemtjers  of  this  troop,  may  think  proper,  any  one  or 
all  (he  foregoing  articles,  may  be  altered,  amended, 
or  abolished.  ’
